Mont Pelee has been In almost con- 


stant eruption since Aug. 1. There 
was an enormous fall of ashes 
from 


the volcano the nipht of the 2"ith 
There was a very severe eruption the 
nlpht of the 2Sth. when the volcanic 
rumhllnps were heard at u great dis- 
tance. The mountain burned fiercely 
that nlsht and out at sea passing ves- 
sels were covered with ashes. 
The 


nlcht of the 3fith there were throe 
separate cruptloiiH. 


Hot Water Flows. 


It Is Impossible to approach the ru- 


ined town of St. Pierre from the soa. 
The residents of the village of he 
Cnrbet, on the coast, several times 
fled to the Interior. Hot water poured 
down on I.orrali. and Biisse Polnte, 
villages to the northeast of the cra- 
ter. 
Horrible detonations were heard, 


the ground rocked and quaked, nnd 
articles on tables were thrown to the 
floor. 


The governor of Martinique has or- 


dered every available boat to remove 
people from the coast villages to Fort 
de France. 


Eruption. Is Sudden. 


At 8 o'clock in the evening of last 


Saturday tni> sky was cloudless. 
Sud- 


denly nnd without warning half of the 
horizon was obscured by a pitch black 
cloud of dust. 
This cloud .was 
the 


center of most magnificent electric t.f- 
fects. the flashes of light surpassing 
the most elaborate flrcv.-orkB. 


Flames and 
flashes 
continued to 


burst from the cloud until nearly mid- 
night. Columns of flame shot out of 
the crater of Mont Pelee to explode 
about the cloud In showers of liallr, oi 
golden fire, which fell through 
the 


darkness In myriads of sparks. Three 
large aureoles were seen In the sky 
over the opening of the crater. 


Tidal Wave Terrlfleo. 


A tidal wave rushed upon Fort dc 


France and the terrified Inhabitants 
fled In large numbers to the Interior. 
The wave was not severe nnd did but 
ellgnt damage. 


At midnight of the 30th Mont Polee 


vtaa quiet; shortly 
after 
this hour 


there came another shower of ashes, 
accompanied by vivid sheet lightning. 


In addition to the 200 persons re- 


ported to have lost their lives at l.e 
Carbet nnd Morne Rouge, many other 
persons are said to have been killed 
all over the lorthcrn districts of the 
island.
